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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 12, 13, 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Suzuki et al. (US 5,544,000). 

Suzuki et al. disclose invention as claimed: a printed circuit board 27 defining a 
plane, a sensor 8a, 8b fixed to the printed circuit board and offset relative to the plane 
defined by the printed circuit board, wherein the sensor is fitted with connection tabs 25, 
25a that offset the sensor and a case 10 housing the printed circuit board and the 
sensor, a hole 20a. 
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3. Claims 12, 14 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Wayama et al. (US 6,701 ,892). 

Wayama et al. disclose invention as claimed: a connector for a gear reduction 
unit including a printed circuit board 84 defining a plane, a sensor 86 fixed to the printed 
circuit board and offset relative to the plane defined by the printed circuit board (See 
Figure 2), a case 16 housing the printed circuit board and the sensor, electrical supply 
contacts 23 and 16b supplying current to a motor 22 in the gear reduction unit. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-7, 9-11 and 17 are allowed. 

In claim 1 , the feature of the magnet disposed on the drive shaft driven by the 
motor, the reduction gear driven by the drive shaft and the connector removably 
connected to the geared motor housing permanently connected to the motor, in 
combination with the other limitations present, are neither disclosed nor taught by the 
prior art of record. Claims 2-7, 9-1 1 and 17 are allowed as being dependent on 
allowable claim 1 . 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 12 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
